COPENHAGEN, Oct. 7.—Semi- 
official anouncement is made in Ber- 
lin that the August estimate of the 
German crop has shown that 
@ reduction of 10 per cent. in the 
bread ration from November 1 will 
be necessary if the grain supply is to 
last out the year. In place of bread, 
a corresponding amount of potatoes 
will be furnished. The announcement 
seeks to convey the impression that 
the rations will be unchanged, not- 
wit ding the inferior nutritive 
value of potatoes as compared with 
an equal amount of flour.

STOPS TEUTONS. 


Five German Divisions are 
Ripped to Pieces. 
Carefully Planned Attack has 
to be Abandoned. 


Rain Causes Lull in Battle on 
the West Front. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE A PF.) 

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE 
AND BELGIUM, Oct. 7.—The Ger- 
mans attempted no counter-attacks 
of impertance along the new battle 
front during the night and both 
sides were taking a breathing spell 
after the arduous work of the last 
two days. The artillery, of course, 
maintained its ceaseless firing at 
various points. 

A cold, drizzling rain was falling 
thie morning, adding mim more to 
the discomforts of the men lying 
out in the mud and water in this 


inhospitable sone. At some place 
along the line the Germans found 
themselves in such exposed positions 
as the result of yesterday's drive, 
that they abpeared to have pulled 
their defenses back a short distance 
to more favorable ground. British 
patrols, which pushed out into en- 
emy territory, found the forward 
shell hole defenses in one section 
abandoned. 

The prisoners already counted 
number more than 4000. Most of 
the enemy's losses were suffered 
when at least five divisions of 
troops, which had been massed for 
a pretentious attack, were caught in 
the British artillery barrage and 
crushed in its overwhelming sweep. 

Not only were thousands of men 
wiped out, but the well-defined plan 
of the German high command for 
an attack was utterly disrupted. 

The collapse of this scheme, the 
extensive defeat inflicted by the 
British and the heavy toll in the 
German ranks are things which it is 
difficult to explain to an army which 
has already shown marked signs of 
deterioration in morale. 

The diminution in the fighting 
spirit of the German troops along 
the Ypres battle front is generally 
admitted by prisoners and has been 
evidenced in the tactics employed 
recently. One German officer said 
that the worst effect on the morale 
of the Germans was occasioned 
the British artillery fire, which he 
characterized as too terrific for 
words. 

The manner in which the German 
tommand conducted the defense 

ursday is significant. In accord- 

ce with their custom they threw 
in various units promiscuously along 
the whole battle front in an attempt 
to stem the advance, but a striking 
feature was the mixture of the units, 
the lack of cohesten between them 
and the situation arising as a con- 
sequence. This tends to indicate 
lack of organization.

The 8o- 
clalists, on the contrary, declared 
Herr Landsberg, demanded that the 
freedom of the nation should be 
promoted by democracy. Refer- 
ring to the agitation in behalf of the 
new partys propaganda against the 
Reichstag peace resolution, Herr 
Landsberg said: 

“We must get out of the suffocat- 
ing atmosphere of a state of siege 
The War Minister must admit that 
he protects the agitation, as he him- 
self wrote a polemic against the 
Reichstag resolution.” 

Herr Landsberg told how clergy- 
men and the state authorities agi- 
tated among the population in be- 
half of the Fatherland party, and 
how officers, by speeches and the 
distribution of pamphlets, carried on 
& propaganda among the soldiers 
against the Reichstag resolution. 

Minister of War Von Stein, in re- 
plying to Herr Landsberg, declared 
that the army command did not per- 
mit political agitation within the 
army. This caused a stir and cries 
of “Oh, Oh!” from the left. There- 
upon the president pointed out the 
impossibility of further debate un- 
der such conditions and begged the 
Deputies to resume their seats.

Oct. 7.—4 veritable tide of

2; sixty-one from Fresno; forty from 
Kings county; 160 from Stanislaus. 

Early this evening a train ar- 
rived with forty-eight men from 
Los Angeles county No. 1. fifty- 
three from Los Angeles county No. 
2. sixty-nine from Los Angeles 
county No. 3, forty-one from Los 
Angeles county No. 4, eighty-five 
from Los Angeles county No. 5, 
fifty-one from Los Angeles county 
No. 7, and seven from Los Angeles 
county No. 8. 

Some time during the night a 
train will bring 148 from Ventura 
county, 169 from Santa Barbara, 
forty-seven from San Luis Obispo, 
104 from Monterey, forty-one from 
San Benito and sixty-nine from 
Santa Clara.

EEKS WHEREABOUTS 
OF TARANTULA ARMY 


MAN CONCERNED ABOUT THE 


Observes Gigantic 
Body of Animals Traveling Down 
Road and Now Wants to Know 
Where They Go—Asks Readers 
of “Times” for Information. 


— — — 


Have you ever seen an army ot, 
tarantulas traveling down a road or 
across a stubble field? j 
Frank Nelson Rust of No. 6026 
Hayes avenue has seen such a spec- 
tacle and is much concerned with 
the destination of such a troupe. In 
seeking information on the subject 
he has written The Times. He says: 
Some years ago, just at dusk, in 
driving from Los Angeles to Pasa- 
dena, at a point near the town of 
Oneonta, I ran upon a great body 
of tarantulas. The soil over which 
they were traveling is adobe and 
they were headed in a northerly di- 
rection. There were thousands of 
them occupying a width of some 
twelve feet while the length of the 
“army” was not discernible, simply 
a black mass of them in either di- 
rection. 

Until quite recently I have never 
met with any one who had encoun- 
tered any such “army.” In this 
case a resident of Orange county 
writes me of such an encounter. He 
writes: The army of tarantulas 
was on the march northwesterly 
over a large stubble field, crossing 
the road on which we were driving, 
just at dusk. I should judge that 
we traveled through them for at 
least a mile.” 

It is quite a common occurrence 
to see armies of ants traveling in 
this manner and especially so on 
the desert, and Prof. Charles A. Ko- 
told of the State university tells me 
of seeing in India “many instances 
of enormous numbers of the daddy- 
long-legsa, which are distant relatives 
of the spiders, gathered in huge 
masses under sheltering ledges on 
the hillsides, in cavities in trees, and . 
by the roadsides. These are some-/ 
times several square yards in area, 
and when the animals were dis- 
turbed they would scatter and travel, 
often to a considerable extent, but 
I never saw them normally on the 
move.” 

An acquaintance recently told me 
of seeing in South Africa a great 
army of chimpanzees traveling in a
